annually on the American mails.

The New York Sun revives the question 
of n Constitutional Convention for the new 
Legislature to consider. 
In an article on 
this subject in its issue of last Sunday it com­ 
mits the following singular error: 
At th e election of 1886 * * th e num ber of cotes cast 
for th e Convention was .'74.993, a ret against it 39,700, 
being a clear m ajority in fav,,r of such Convention 
of over h alf a million. Th e Legislature of 1S87, Re­ 
publican iu both branch es, and th e succeeding Legis­ 
lature of 1*88, also Republican, postponed th e call 
ing of th e Convention in th e h op» - th at a Republican 
Governor being elect 'd in 1Hsk th ey migh t secure un­ 
molested control of th e wh ole m ach inery of th e 
Convention and th ereby evade th e consideration of 
licease and apjiortionnient m atters wh ich h ave al­ 
ready given th eir party great trouble in th e state, 
and wh ich th ey are not anx ious to h ave up for th e 
consideration of a convention.

The Sun has evidently forgotten that the 
Lawrence, Saratoga, Steulten, Suffolk, Tioga, 
Legislature of 18 8 7 passed a constitutional 
convention hill, which the Governor vetoed, 
his sole objection ticing that its composition 
would not he sufficiently Democratic to per­ 
mit the ndopiion of such changes as would 
forever preclude the possibility of a Demo­ 
cratic defeat. 
He boldly indicated in his 
message at the opening of tlie session the sort 
of constitutional convention hill that he 
would approve. 
It was one that would give 
the Democratic party permanent control of 
the Legislature, the executive departments 
and the courts, and leave the Republican 
party no excuse for continuing its existence as 
a state organization. 
The Legislature did 
not pass such a bill as the Governor dictated, 
hut it did pass a bill as nearly non-partisan as 
one could he made, the delegates to which 
were subjected to election by popular vote. 
The Governor vetoed the Dill for no other 
reason than that it was not such a Dili as he 
recommended, and would not invest him 
with the power of an absolute monarch. 
It 
is singular that the S u y should forget this 
The people are not worrying themselves 
over the constitution. 
The one under which 
they live has liecn a progressive one. 
They 
have been called to vote upon one or more 
amendments about every second year since the 
rejection of the constitution of 18 07 at the 
election in 18 09. 
An amendment was adopt­ 
ed in 1*72, two were rejected in 18 73. eleven 
were adopted in 18 71, two in 18 70, one in 
J8 79 , one in 18 8 0, two in 18 8 2. one in 18 8 4. 
the question of a convention was voted upon 
in 18 8 0, and one amendment was adopted at 
the recent election. 
This is an easy and pop­ 
ular way of changing the constitution, and 
the process has made the instrument so near­ 
ly perfect that it would he a waste of 
excellent 
material 
to 
call 
a constitu­ 
tional convention at an enormous expense 
for the purpose of throwing it away almost 
before the latest amendment gets into opera 
tion. 
Our present constitution is so excel­ 
lent that nearly every new state models its 
own organic law upon it. 
A convention 
could hardly give us a better one; it certainly 
could not with the approval of Gov. Hill. 
By the way, the Governor says nothing 
about the convention in his message. 
He 
probably forgot it, bowevt r, in the hurry of 
preparing for the coronation of David I., and 
will without doubt deliver a special message 
upon it. 


Tompkins, Ulster and Westchester, the aver 
age for all sorts of licenses is higher than is

“ one true friend.” 
It is a pledge that he 
will veto every high license hill that is sent 
to him. 
The Governor suggests nothing new in his 
discussion of the prison labor question, hut 
treats it in a very gingerly manner. 
He 
thinks the payment of wages weekly by cor­ 
porations should t>e made compulsory. 
He 
favors a conference of representatives of all 
the states for the securing of uniform mar­ 
riage and divorce laws. 
He wants a compul­ 
sory investigation of the cause of every fire. 
He advocates an extension of the Presiden­ 
tial term to six years, the President to lie in­ 
eligible for re-election, but to he a United 
States Senator for life. 
It is quite evident 
that Mr. Hill has his eye still fixed on the 
Presidency. 
He advises a liberal appropria­ 
tion to assist in the celebration of the cen­ 
tennial of President \Y ashington’s inaugura­ 
tion.

THE CONSTITUTION ¿5 IT IS. 
Tbc New York Sun revives the question 
of a Constitutional Convention for the new 
Legislature to consider. In an article on 
this subject in its issue of last Sunday it com­ 
mits the following singular error: 
At the election of 1ÍW) * * the number of votes cast 
for the Convention was 574,693, an<l against it 30,700, 
being a ch ar majority in favor of such Convention 
of over half a million^ The Legislature of HW, He- 
Í 
mblican in lioth branches, and the succeeding LA-gis- 
ature of 1HHR, also Republican, postponed the call 
ing of the Convention in the hope that a Republican 
Governor being elected in 1838 they might secure un­ 
molested control of the whole machinery of the 
Convention and thereby evade the consideration of 
license and apportionment matters which have al­ 
ready given their party great trouble in the state, 
and which tbev are not anxious to have up for the 
consideration of a convention. 
The Sun has evidently forgotten that the 
Legislature of 18«7 passed a constitutional 
convention bill, which the Governor vetoed, 
his sole objection being that its composition 
would not be sufficiently Democratic to per­ 
mit the adoption of such changes as would 
forever preclude the possibility of a Demo­ 
cratic defeat. He boldly indicated in his 
message at the opening of the session the sort 
of constitutional convention bill that he 
would approve. It was one that would give 
the Democratic party permanent control of 
the Legislature, the executive departments 
and the courts, and leave the Republican 
party no excuse for continuing its existence as 
a state organization. The Legislature did 
not pass such a hill as tlie Governor dictated, 
but it did pass a bill as nearly non partisan as 
one could lie made, the delegates to which 
were subjected to election by popular vote. 
The Governor vetoed the bill for no other 
reason than that it was not such a bill as he 
recommended, and would not invest him 
with the power of an absolute monarch. It 
is singular that the Suy should forget this 
The people are not worrying themselves 
over the constitution. The one under which 
they live has been a progressive one. They 
have been called to vote upon one or more 
amendments about every second year since the 
rejection of the constitution of 18(57 at the 
election in 1869. An amendment was adopt 
ed in 1H72. two were rejected in 1873. eleven 
were adopted in 1S7I, two in 1876, one in 
J879, one in 1X80, two in 1882. one in 1884, 
the question of a convention was voted upon 
in 1886. and one amendment was adopted at 
the recent election. This is an easy and pop 
ular way of changing tlie constitution, and 
the process has made the instrument so near­ 
ly perfect that it would be a waste of 
excellent material to call a constitu 
tional convention at an enormous expense 
for the purpose of throwing it away almost 
before the latest amendment gets into opera 
tion. Onr present constitution is so excel­ 
lent that nearly every new state models its 
own organic law upon it. A convention 
could hardly give us a better one; it certainly 
could not with the approval of Gov. Hill. 
By the way, the Governor says nothing 
about tbc conven I ion in bis message. He 
probably forgot it, however, in the hurry of 
preparing for the coronation of David 1.. and 
will without doubt deliver a special message 
upon it.

In 
the rural counties of Broome, Clinton, 
Delaware, Franklin, Fulton, Hamilton, 
Greene, 
Jefferson, 
Livingston, 
On­ 
tario, 
Oswego, 
Putnam, 
Queens, 
St. 
Lawrence, Saratoga, Steulien, Suffolk, Tioga, 
Tompkins, Ulster and Westchester, the aver­ 
age for all sorts of licenses is higher than is 
charged in the city of Troy, where the 
Chairman of the Democratic State Commit­ 
tee controls the entire liquor trafilo. The 
rates in Albany, Amsterdam, Dunkirk, Ilor- 
nellsville, Hudson, Jamestown,Rochester and 
Rome arc also liclow the average of the rural 
counties already mentioned. 
Gov.. Hill’s 
table is valueless except to show that the more 
Democratic the locality, the lower the license 
rates range. The discussion of the excise 
question merely shows that the Governor 
does not propose to turn his back upon those 
who put him in office because lie was their 
“one true friend.” It is a pledge that he 
will veto every high license bill that is sent 
to him. 
The Governor suggests nothing new in his 
discussion of the prison labor question, hut 
treats it in a very gingerly manner. He 
thinks the payment of wages weekly by cor­ 
porations should tie made compulsory. He 
favors a conference of representatives of all 
the states for the securing of uniform mar­ 
riage and divorce laws. He wants a compul­ 
sory investigation of the cause of every tire. 
He advocates an extension of ttie Presiden­ 
tial term to six years, the President to he in­ 
eligible for re-election, but to be a United 
States Senator for life. It is quite evident 
that Mr. Hill has his eye still fixed on the 
Presidency. He advises a liberal appropria­ 
tion to assist in the celebration of the cen­ 
tennial of President Washington's inaugura­ 
tion. 


Gov. Hill's message is so characteristic of 
the well known demagogue that he is, and so 
full of suggestions that are sure to receive no 
attention from the Legislature, that to give it 
in full would be a waste of Tiik F reem an 's 
space. We therefore summarize its principal 
features. 
The Governor indicates a willingness to up 
prove a ballot reform bill containing some 
features of the Australian plan, but objects 
to the proposal to have the ballots furnished 
by the county or state. He would permit the 
candidates to furnish the ballots and the vot 
ers to bring them to the polls already pro 
pared. This would of course afford the very 
opportunity for bribery that' the Governor 
professedly deprecates, and is exactly what 
might be expected of the man whose i>er- 
formances at Elmira at the last election pro­ 
voked the threat to have him arrested for 
bribery, a threat that would undoubtedly 
have been carried into execution except for 
the protection afforded by the office that! 
he holds. The Governor gives plain notice 
in his message that he will approve no bil 
ttiat closes the doors of the elections against 
the vote purchasers. He is, however, in fa 
vor of a law to punish employers who pay ofT 
their workmen in envelopes bearing political 
word i or emblems, and also of a law to com­ 
pel lawful voters to go to the polls and vote. 
The former would lie an interference wii|i 
the recognized prerogatives of a free press, 
and the latter would violate the principle of 
free suffrage quite as directly and offensively 
as the system practiced by Southern Demo­ 
crats ot keeping voters away from the polls. 
We remember a few years ago a savage at­ 
tack upon a well known business firm by a 
Democratic sheet because the employes were 
furnished with copies of a 
Republi­ 
can paper free of charge. The prohibition of 
the use of printed envelopes is only 
another application of the principle that the 
more ignorant the voter can be kept, the 
more serviceable he will lie to the Democratic 
party. As for driving the voters to the polls, 
the same authority that enforced the law 
would soon find a way to dictate the voter's 
choice. The people of ihc state of New 
York want neither Kukluxistn nor Whilecap- 
ism at their elections. 
The Governor revives that mouldy chest­ 
nut, an enumeration for the sake of n Legis­ 
lative apportionment. He remarks pathetic­ 
ally that he makes the recommendation 
“again fo»the fourth time.” Of course he is 
bound to keep up the clamor as long as here' 
mains in olflee, as the only apology lie ran 
make to his party for the stupendous blun­ 
der of those two vetoes in 1885. The Leg­ 
islature 
has 
not 
time to wnste in 
passing census bills for him to veto. 
There will be a census in 1890, taken by the 
federal government, and that will give the 
people satisfactory knowledge of the condi­ 
tion and growth of the state. But a census 
or enumeration for a Legislative apportion­ 
ment must wait till 1895, the next constitu­ 
tional year. The Governor knows this so 
well that his constant recurrence to the sub 
ject only makes the people tired. In trie 
meantime Fings will have become a Republi- 
lican county, and the dream of Democratic 
ascendancy in the Legislature will be forever 
dissipated. 
Considerable space is ¿riven to the discus­ 
sion of the excise question. At the outset 
cold water is thrown on the work of the com­ 
mission of excise revi son because of the prob-
